Effect of Altering Written In- 
struments.

It isa familiar principle of law that 
the alteration of a written instrument inany 
material respect, without the assent of the 
parties to it, makes it void. Equally true 
is it that an instrument which has been so 
altered cannot be read in evidence in sup- 
port of an action, nor can it be sued on in its 
If, however, the holder of 
a materially altered instrument, it has been 
said, discharges the burden of proof upon 
him by showing that the material alteration 
was made by mistake, and without fraudu- 


consideration for which it was originally 
executed remains. 


On the other hand, where a party fraudu- note to a firm consisting of himself and 


lently alters its legal effect he not only de- 
stroys the instrument by destroying thus 
its legal identity, but he also extinguishes 
the debt for which it was given. It cannot 
subsequently be the basis of or evidence 
for a recovery in any form of action what- 
ever at law. A court of equity in a case of 
fraudulent alteration would refuse to re- 
store the instrument, the party altering it 
could not do so, and it is intimated by the 


; courts that he might even be denied the 


right to recover on the original consid- 
eration. There is other authority, how- 
ever, to the effect that such alteration only 
extinguishes the security and the original 
consideration remains. 

The rule deduced by a leading writer on 
commercial law, as the true one governing 
this question, which he believes is made 
difficult rather by the peculiar facts and 
circumstances than by any uncertainty as 
to the true principle. is that if the altera-

if the words cannot be restored, or any 
party has become interested in or affected 
by the note since the alteration in such a 
way that the restoration will do any wrong 
to that party, then, in either case, the party 
must abide by the alteration made and ac-

Discussing the question of an innocent 
alteration of an instrument and the right of 
the party to restore it to its original form 
and recover on it, another specialist in this 
department of jurisprudence says: There 
is no sufficient reason why the party should 
not himself be permitted to undo what he 
has mistakenly done, provided no other 
person has become so situated toward the 
instrument that it would operate preju- 
dicially upon him. 

In the Iowa case of Horst v. Wagner 
Wagner executed a note to John Horst, 
payable to his order. Horst, to transfer 
the note to his daughter, erased the name 
‘* John” and inserted the name ‘ Frances.” 
Subsequently he struck out the alteration 
and restored the note to its original form, 
and transferred the note to her by indorse- 
ment. The proof in that case showed that 
the alteration was made for the purpose of 
assigning the note, and was not fraudu- 
lently done, but was done through ignorance 
and mistake. The court held, therefore, 
that the alteration did not affect its validity 
in the hancs of the indorsee. So in a Penn- 
sylvania case, after the execution and de- 
livery of the note the words ‘‘ with inter- 
est " were inserted by the payee, which the 
assented to. These 
erased and the note was restored to 
original form and was sued on. It was held 
that the restoration was not a fraud on the

Trials and Triumphs of a Mill- 
wright.

Tramp found it necessary to reset a 
small wheel which was used for driving the 
rag dusters, cutter and other machinery in

the question as to which was the cheaper, 
to maintain 150 feet of 2 inch shafting or a 
spout of the same length and large enough 
to carry water to the water wheel.

over, the slight loss of head from the forces 
mentioned did no harm, and the expense 
of putting a long line of shafting was 
avoided. 

In the mill where Tramp works they use 
nice tile for the bottoms of the drainers. 
This tiling is perforated with conical holes, 
large at the bottom and small at the top, 
and it forms one of the best drainer bottoms 
he has ever come across. A few days ago 
he made a visit to another mill where they 
used the old-fashioned wooden bottoms and 
bored the planking full of holes with an 
ordinary bit and bit stock. 

Tramp set himself up to doa little mis- 
sionary work on the spot. He went into 
some of the drainers and found that even a 
worse rig was used therein than the old- 
fashioned pine board and bagging. In the 
construction he found there somebody had 
set strips of board about an inch and a half 
wide, on edge, and set them diagonally so 
that they would not form long canals along 
the width of the floor, but would be *‘ stag- 
gered” so as to form short conduits break- 
ing into each other. 

Some gunny sacking was spread over 
the strips and over the sacking were boards 
perforated with seven-eighths or one inch 
holes. This made about the meanest rig 
that could be conceived. The pulp was all 
the time going between the boards and 
sacking. The only remedy, and one which 
had to be applied every few weeks, was to 
take up the boards, clean out the pulp 
and stretch the bagging over again. 

He told the millwright in charge that he 
was foolish to tolerate such a droll idea, 
even if it was the paper maker's pet notion. 
Tramp made a little sketch of an inch 
board, perforated every inch and a half in 
every direction with a hoie three-eighths of 
an inch in diameter at the top and nine- 
sixteenths at the bottom. He also made a 
sketch of a machine which could be easily 
rigged up for perforating these boards. It 
consisted simply of a vertical spindle carry- 
ing a pulley, and which could be belted to 
run about 1,500 revolutions per minute. To 
the upper end of the spindle a chuck was 
fitted in which the boring tool could be 
held, 

The spindle was hung beneath the bench 
where the boring was to be done, and was 
so arranged that the boring tool would lie 
on the upper end thereof, just below the top 
surface of the beuch. A treadle was rigged,

Never were the Chicago paper dealers 
in so perplexing a situation as they are at 
the present moment. Trade is completely 
demoralized. Hardly twodealers concur as 
to the future of trade. Most all are chary 
about buying at the stiffened prices, and 
very few care tosell. One dealer informs 
me that his house finds it impossible to sell 
at the price quoted by the manufacturers 
without even a particle of profit. The out- 
look for the fall and winter trade is certainly 
very discouraging unless the Government 
takes prompt action and raises the quaran- 
tine on rags. Fumigation will be little 
better than a strict prohibition. 

The expense and loss by deterioration 
through fumigation will of itself enhance 
materially the cost of manufacturing ; and 
as this loss will vary more or less, it will 
take the manufacturers some time to dis- 
cover what the increased cost will be. I 
find that the paper dealers have given the 
subject of rags more study and speculation

There is no cause to complain of 
dull business at the present time. 

Every local jobbing house is busy, the 
call for all lines of paper being of good 
volume. 

Manufacturers are busy and several mak- 
ers of book papers, who were seen to-day, 
report that all new orders are taken at ad- 
vanced prices. 

Manilla papers, jobbers say, have not yet 
advanced, although higher prices are likely 
to prevail soon because wood fibres have 
advanced and it is difficult to contract for 
libres far ahead at present prices. 

The paper stock importing business is 
still subject to complications arising from 
the fear of cholera. Each bale of rags re- 
ceived from foreign ports is subject to ex- 
amination and long discussion before it 
can be handled. Even when landed on the 
dock, as in the case with the rags dis- 
charged last week from the steamer Fran- 
cesco from Hull, the consignees have no 
claim on the rags until released by the 
health authorities, and 
rags are still on the dock, the local health 
officials not knowing just what to do with 
them. 

If the Board of Health really believed 
those rags to be infected with cholera 
germs it is not likely that the rags would 
be permitted to remain on a public freight 
dock day after day. If those officials do not 
believe that the rags are infected why not 
deliver them tothe consignees? That is 
the view which the importers take in rela- 


tion to the matter and it seems to be apoint | 


well taken. The daily papers for weeks 
past have printed all kinds of nonsense con- 
cerning the introduction of the cholera 
through the importation of rags. News- 
paper reporters appear to have carte blanche 
to write up all kinds of sensational stories 
on cholera to scare,the public, and rags from 
Europe have been made to figure most 
prominently. ‘fhe result is that the people

have been led to believe that rags are 
dangerous to public health, and the Board 
of Health fears to act in opposition to public 
opinion, an opinion founded upon false 
theories, exploited in the columns of 
| the daily papers and written up by 
reporters who know actually nothing 
of the matter. If paper manufacturers 
through indifference allow these false 
theories to become accepted by the pub- 
lic as facts they should not complain 
when a scarcity of rags forces them to 
pay higher prices for paper stock. The 
manner of collecting rags abroad, the sys- 
| tem of packing and shipment to this coun- 
try, the freedom of these rags from the 
germs of disease as evidenced by the long 
years of importation are facts well known 
to paper manufacturers, but these facts 
should be given wider publicity, that the 
fears of the people may be overcome and 
the paper industry freed from conditions 
which tend to the serious disturbance of 
values. So long as present conditions con- 
tinue the value of rags and all grades of 
paper stock must range on a higher basis. 
Nothing of special interest is noted in the 
chemical market, business in this line being 
very quiet. Bleaching powders still rule at 
high water mark, the selling price varying 
a fraction, according to supply. Yesterday 
there was not a cask of bleach on spot, the 
market having been cleaned up at 5 cents. 
The release of twosteamers from quarantine 
helped the market out a little on bleaching 
powders, and prices to-day are a fraction

A sale of personal property at the mill is 
announced for Saturday, October1. This 
property comprises about 60 tons of rags, a 
quantity of stock in process of manufacture 
and such of the stock as was made up be- 
fore the mill stopped running last Satur- 
day. There is also a lot of duplicate ma- 
chinery in the mills. 

There is considerable grumbling among 
the creditors over this failure, which has 
quite a family party look. It is said that 
the sale of yesterday was not advertised, 
and that among the effects sold were two 
paintings of the mills by Hamilton, which 
were alone worth more than the total 
| atnount realized, and from the present out- 
| look it is doubtful whether the general 
| creditors will find anything remaining after 
the judgment creditors are satisfied. This 
is especially unfortunate, as it is reported 
that among them is Robert Harper, fore- 
man of the mill, who is said to be a creditor 
to the amount of about $3,000 borrowed 
money, constituting the savings of a life- 
time. Other creditors are P. & J. Coll, rag 
dealers, Philadelphia, about $2,800 ; Horace 
Dutton, Boston, $2,300; Jas. Hay, $5,800; 
John L. Taylor, about $270; Harrison 
Brothers & Co., for alum, about $200, and 
Chas. L. Stoever & Co., a loan of $531.90. 
The judgment creditors bought in the 
goods sold yesterday, and street rumor has 
it that the estate will also buy the mill prop- 
erty and reorganize it as a stock company 
with W. F. Willcox as manager. I give this 
rumor for what it is worth, but it is general- 
| ly credited. At any rate, the closing out of 
| the rags and stock at this time is particu- 
lary advantageous for the parties most in- 
terested, as they were bought at prices pre- 
vailing earlier in the season, and will be 
| sold, of course, at present figures. 

If the intention to form a stock company 
is carried out the people who are to run it 
| will have no easy time, for the lower mill is 
said to be entirely dismantled and the ma- 
chine in the other mill has been running 
with few improvements since 1836; and to 
make paper there at a profit competent 
judges say that it will require an expendi- 
/ture of at least $20,000, and then the 
capacity will be only 2 tons daily. The 
| general belief is that the property has 
been running down for years, and has 
made little money for its owners since the 
time it began to turn out book paper. 

The mills have a history, having been 
established in 1729 by James M. Willcox, 
the second enterprise of its kind in 
America. 

By the will of his father, Mark Willcox, 
who died in 1884, leaving an estate of 
$600,000, the present owner was made 
joint proprietor with his brother, who re- 
tired a few years ago. During the Revo- 
lution these mills made the paper upon 
which the Continental money was printed, 
and afterward for the United States and 
private banks. Later their fibred product 
was used for Government bonds. The 
Dohan estate holds a mortgage of $31,000 
on the mill property. 

The rag interdict has produced its legiti- 
mate effect in . circular announcing an ad- 
vance of 2 cents a pound on writing papers. 
Following is the circular : 


By reason of the unsettled condition of the pa- 
per market, owing to the embargo of the United 
States Government on rags, thus enhancing the 
cost, as also the marked advance in chemicals, we, 
the undersigned, dealers in writing and fine pa- 
pers, are compelled this day to advance prices to 
meet the condition of the new cost to us of goods. 
We therefore advance prices on loft dried papers, 
linen, &c., 2 cents per pound.

| of the feeling is a more careful scrutiny of 
credits and a tendency among the mills to 
| take advantage of their independent posi- 
tion in being crowded with orders. Nine- 
tenths of them have all they can do, and 
those which can accept orders are very stiff 
on terms and figures. 
As an example of the amount of business 
| doing here, I would cite orders for 150 tons 
sent to the mills by Stoever & Co. in a sin- 
gle day of last week.

The first thing Mr. Simmons noticed on 
getting back to work was that the stock 
market is lively and that the ‘‘ill wind” 
which blew the cholera inte Europe blew 
the proverbial ‘‘ good”’ to the stock and rag 
dealers.

I conclude with an editorial suggestion 
from the Ledger, which some of your 
readers may think worth consideration : 

A vessel laden with rags is inthe Delaware, but 
as she left a suburb of Hamburg long before 
cholera is known to have developed there no 
danger is apprehended. If rags or their equiva- 
lent must be imported it would be a good thing at 
all seasons to have them passed through the first 
process of making pulp before they are taken on 
board a vessel. That would insure their thorough 
disinfection and need not add materially to their 
cost, provided no tariff tax should be imposed on 
account of the partial manufacturing process to 
which they would be subjected.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., September 20, 1892. 

Bleach is as scarce as the cholera ; 
the mills are short, but are expecting its ar- 
rival daily, and some are considering the 
advisability of turning lots to arrive over to 
the drug houses at from 6 to 8 cents per 
pound, and shutting down if necessary, 
rather than to run it into paper worth from 
8 to 5 cents. 

I think that their excitement will have 
subsided when they learn to-day that a cer- 
tain drug firm has stumbled onto a lot of 
something like 100 tons of bleach in a de- 
funct mine near Grass Valley, and it may 
be news to some paper men to know that 
the article in question is used im conjunc- 
tion with mining to a considerable extent. 

Another incident worrying a few paper 
mill men on the coast is the ballot paper 
contract. A stationery house having bid the 
lowest received the order, and in turning 
the same in to a local mill directed that the 
paper should be watermarked the same as 
the paper made for the general ticket. 

The mill which received the order, how- 
ever, has not got the watermark (which, by 
the way, cannot be substituted) and the 
stationer, the manufacturer with whom he 
has placed the order and the manufacturer 
who has the dandy but not the order are 
all laughing at each other, but don’t know 
who will laugh last. 

The straw paper mills have again com- 
bined, and have appointed A. Lewthwaite 
(the veteran paper man of the coast) sole 
selling agent. A better movement could 
not have been made or a better representa- 
tive secured. The output of each mill is 
limited by agreement, and some of the 
straw paper mills are now running part time 
on rag wrapping and even tissue, Keeney’s 
Antioch Mills making a very fair quality of 
the last named. 

The Pioneer Paper Mill Company, oper- 
ated by the Taylors, has placed an order 
with the Rice, Barton & Fales Iron and 
Machine Company and the Holyoke Ma- 
chine Company for supercalenders, cutters, 
dryers, &c,, and with a local company for 
steam engine, boilers, &c , intending to go 
off the manufacture of wrapping papers on 
to fines. This makes this company the 
pioneer in nearly every line of paper on the 
coast, and it cannot fail to do well with the 
new undertaking, as it*™has an excellent 
site, pure water and a good market. 

This company won a suit last week 
against the people of the State, wherein 
the latter endeavored to restrain the com- 
pany from dumping débris from the mill 
into the creek, as being deleterious and de- 
structive to fish; but a jury believed differ- 
ently after being out about ten minutes. 

Nearly all of the jobbers report business 
brisk and lhttle fault is found except with 
the Southern Pacific Railway Company for 
exorbitant freight charges. On one almost 
entirely level haul of 209 miles out of San 
Francisco the railroad company charges the 
same proportion per carload of paper as 
for a single shipment of 100 pounds, $15 per

HOLYOKE, Mass., September 29, 1892. 

I asked a prominent paper manufac- 
turer this morning if the proposed shut 
down of four weeks is an assured thing, and 
he replied without any hesitation that it is 
not. It seems that there are a few mills in 
this city which have a large supply of rags 
on hand, and as a consequence the owners 
feel pretty independent and are not likely 
to shut down unless considerable pressure 
is brought to bear on them. The result is 
likely to be that unless the manufacturers 
are a unit the proposed shut down will fall 
through. This will be rather rough on the 
men who have only a month or six weeks’ 
supply of stock on hand. 

There is another phase of the question 
which adds to theinterest. It is understood 
that the manufacturers of engine sized pa- 
per are watching developments with no 
small amount of interest, because they see 
an opportunity for gain if the present pro- 
gramme is carried through. Should the fine 
mills finally decide to shut down and to ad- 
vance the price 2 cents a pound, then the 
engine sized paper mills will profit by it. 
The owners argue that with the product re- 
duced 175 tons a day and the price advanced 
2 cents many of the jobbers will buy the en- 
gine sized goods, and the surplus stock can 
then be worked off very nicely. Therefore 
the loft dried men are trying to avoid such a 
result by inducing their competitors to come 
under the agreement. The question is: 
Will they do it? 

Orders have been pouring in on the 
manufacturers for paper for a week or more 
from wholesalers who hope to get in on the 
‘*ground floor” and secure a supply before 
the price is advanced. The makers knew 
a trick worth two of it and have declined 
to fill orders at former prices. One manu- 
facturer who has considerable paper out on 
consignment telegraphed his agents lately 
that they could buy the paper if they de- 
cided at once at the old figures. Some ac- 
cepted the offer very promptly, while oth- 
ers declined to buy. One manufacturer, 
representing large interests, told the writer 
a few days ago that it would take the mills 
fully a month to fill the orders which have 
been receivedjwithin the past week or ten 
days. Thereis a general scramble among 
jobbers to stock up and to hold the goods 
for another advance. The orders for pres- 
ent needs continue to come in very freely. 
There is much consultation and flittings to 
and fro these days, and the atmosphere is 
full of rumors as to the outcome. 

‘It’s an ill wind that blows no one good” 
and there is one corporation at least, in this 
city, which will profit largely by this shut 
down and advance in prices, if all accounts 
are true. The company bought about 1,000 
bales of rags not long ago and the advance 
in the price means about $40,000 profit. 
The concern is said to have in the neigh- 
borhood of 200 tons of finished product on 
hand and the advance of 2 cents a pound 
will net $4,000 more. This is a nice little 
plum and it is said that a number of others 
will profit handsomely by the advance. 

The Holyoke Board of Trade held its 
second annual meeting on Saturday morn- 
ing and made an excellent showing. The 
report of Secretary Hildreth showed that 
the board has a membership of 250. The 
receipts of the year amounted to $1,598, 
and the sum of $350 is in the treasury. 
The board has succeeded in assisting two 
manufacturers to organize and equip very 
promising industries, and has also taken a 
hand in a number of matters of public in- 
terest. William Whiting declined to serve 
another year as president and Mr. Hildreth 
refused to continue as secretary. These 
directors were chosen: W. S. Loomis, A. 
| W. Esleeck, C. A. Corser, Pierre Bon- 
| yvouloir, B. F. Arthur, William Brooks, Cas-

Interdicted Rags. 





The following memorandum has been 
issued in the New York Custom House 


MEMORANDUM No. 97 

In Department Circular No. 143, date August 19, 
1992, it is ordered that all rags gathered in or 
shipped from any port or place where the cholera 
is known to prevail in epidemic form be dcnied 
entry to the United States aéso/u/e/y on and after 
the date of this circular, except such as were then 
afloat, which must be disinfected on arrival 

This will apply to rags from Amsterdam, Buda- 
pest, Havre, Prague, Berlin, Calcutta, Lyons, Rot- 
terdam, Batoum, Cracow, Marseilles, St Peters- 
burg, Bordeaux, Ghent, Trieste, Brus- 
sels, Hamburg, Paris, Vienna and all other places 
at which the public print may hereafter report the 
cholera to be present in epidemic form 

Therefore entry clerks are enjoined to especial 
vigilance in the examination of all entries cover- 
ing importations of rags. In every instance they 
will require satisfactory evidence that the rags 
have not been gathered in a district where cholera 
is known to have existed in epidemic frm, and if 
such evidence is not furnished will absolutely re- 
fuse entry thereto.

The Paper Manufacturers’ Association De- 
mands Proof. 


Last week there was published the re- 
port of the medical advisory committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce. After reading 
that report, Augustine Smith, chairman of 
the committee of the American Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association, wrote to Dr. Allan 


McLane Hamilton as follows

DEAR S1R—In the report prepared by your com- 
mittee and submitted to the Chamber of Com- 
merce regarding the quarantine of passengers and 
the disinfection of merchandise arriving at this 
port I find the following statement of opinion : 

“ A thorough, prolonged, intelligent exposure of 
Tags to live steam or prolonged boiling are the 
only methods known to us by which they may be 
rendered absolutely safe."’ 

Asa member of the American Paper Manufac- 
turers’ association and as chairman of a commit- 
tee appointed at the fifteenth annua! meeting of 
the association, held in Sargtoga on July 27 last, 
to submit to the Treasury Department the views 
of the Association regarding the possibility of in- 
fectious diseases being brought to this country in 
imported rags, I am immediately interested in the 
question concerning which your committee has 
expressed its opinion. I am also a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce, in which the matters 
treated of in your report have recently been dis- 
cussed. 

The American Paper Manufacturers’ Association 
represents 1,200 paper mills, employing over 100,000 
operatives, and having an invested capital of 
$50,000,000. The raw materia! of this industry toa 
considerable extent consists of rags gathered in 
foreign countries and imported in bales. The 
statement I have quoted from your report leaves 
it to be inferred that your committee regards im- 
ported rags as a class of merchandise from which 
infection is to be feared. In order that the associ- 
ation of which Iam a member and the committee 
of which I am chairman may be enabléd to take 
the proper steps to protect the employees in the 
paper making industry from this danger, if such 
danger exists, 1 would thank you to communicate 
to me any evidence your committee may have that 
the infection of Asiatic cholera has ever been 
brought into this country in imported rags, or that 
any case of the disease has ever been traced to that 
source.

A ROTARY pulp strainer is the subject 
of illustration and description on the 
first page of THe JouRNAL this week. 
It has peculiarities which command 
attention. The pulp is introduced to 
the interior of the straining cylinder, to 
which a rotary and reciprocating action 
is communicated. and flows outwardly 
through the perforations into the vat in 
which the cylinder rotates, and thence 
by exits provided for the purpose. 
The knots and strings are worked up- 
ward to a discharge point at the higher 
end of the cylinder by means of a spiral 
or worm. 





THOSE business men who have visited 
Europe this year and have taken the 
trouble to ascertain the real sentiment 
of foreign merchants and manufactur- 
ers toward the United States are 
unanimous in saying that there is a 
strong feeling against our tariff, and 


that it has injured some lines of 
foreign business which once were 
prosperous. These complaints are be- 


coming a trifle stale, and while they 
are repeated again and again they sim- 
ply emphasize the fact that the tariff 
act of 1890 was designed to benefit the 
American manufacturer and consumer, 
and not the European. There is no 
doubt that trade is dull in many parts 
of Europe, and that the hold upon some 
of the world’s markets has been some- 
what relaxed by competition with the 
goods of the United States; but where 
is the injustice of this? We are entitled 
to what we can legitimately get. If 
looking out for our own welfare and 
guarding our industries is objectionable 
tothe people of other countries, there 
must be reason in it.

When it runs on the low side of | 
the pulley it is commonly called ‘‘ cranky,” 
and to remedy this the centre of one of the | 
pulleys should be lagged with a piece of 
leather about an inch wide.

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Electric Transmission of Power.

sometimes water. If the power consumed 
at the other end of the line is constant—~. e., 
if the load on the engine is constant, or if 
the changes in load are gradual—the prob- 
lem is simple so far as the steam engine is 
concerned, and any of the ordinary types 
of engine will do the work. For street rail- 
way and similar work, where the loads are 
variable, especially strong engines are re- 
quired to stand the enormous strains re- 
sulting from the sudden and very violent 
fluctuations. The build of engine 
which did good work in an electric lighting 
station was found to be too light for rail- 


same 


way work. 

Engineers are not 
whether high or low speed engines are pref- 
erable for power stations, but the weight 
of opinion seems to be in favor of slow 
speed. High speed engines with direct 
belting give one engine to one, two or some- 
times three and even four generators, in- 
dependent units which can be shut down 
or started one after another to meet the de- 
mands on the station, and permit of mul- 
tiplication of units, so that a break down 
of one unit, either steam or electrical, only 
throws out of service a smali fraction of 
the station capacity. Against this lies the 
fact that injury to the engine throws out the 
dynamos as well as vice versa. With large, 
slow speed engines and countershafting 
any dynamo or group of dynamos can be 
run from any engine. Against the greater 
coal economy of the slow speed engine is to 
be urged the loss of power in the counter- 
shaft and belting. Of late the method of 
direct coupling, making the engine and 
dynamo practically one machine, is meet- 
ing with more favor, and for large sized 
generators this method undoubtedlv has 
a future. The engine and dynamo are 
mounted on the same shaft. 

The latest types of dynamo are built to 
run with slow armature speed, and in this 
respect the electrical manufacturers are 
gradually approaching the engine makers. 

Uniform armature speed is essential to 
maintenance of constant potential and the 
engines should have perfect governors. 
Many faults attributed to the electrical 
apparatus have been found on investiga- 
tion to be really due to poor engines, im- 
perfect governors, slipping belts, low steam

When the demand exceeds 
the capacity of the engines and dyna- 
mos the extra current is supplied from 
the batteries. The cost and maintenance 
of the batteries in this method must be bal- 
anced against the cost and maintenance of 
the extra steam and generator plant in the
